That  Is  flbt  a  good  tecKiilcal  descnr 
tion,  but  at  least  it  conveys  an  im- 
pression of  that  ^'rlioii  of  the  earlli 
from  which  the  totaf'  cclips«  wttl  be 
visible,  anJ  it  is  cstin.afrd  that  it  will 
be  seen  by  20,000,000  persons  in 
North  America. 

The  revolution  of  eclipses  was  first 
calculated  by  Calippus,  the  Athenian, 
in  336  B.C.  Knowledge  however  of 
these  events  is  as  old,  if  not  older, 
than  recorded  history,  for  the  Egyp 
tians  are  reputed  to  have  observed 
with  accuracy  373  eclipses  of  the  sun 
and  832  of  the  moon  in  the  period 
from  Vulcan  to,  Alexander,  who  died 
in  323  B.C.  The  theory  was  known 
to  the  Chinese  before  120  B.C.,  and 
the  first  eclipse  recorded,  so  far  as 
Is  known,  octurred  on  March  19, 
721  B  C  ,  at  8  40  p.m.,  according  to 
I'tolcmy.  This  was  a  lun|ir  eclipse 
and  was  observed  at  Babylon.  Liyy 
records  how,  in  1R«  B.C.,  t>»ere  was 
a  total  eclipse  and  how  three  days  of 
supplication  were  decreed  at  Rome. 
.\ccordinK  to  Josephus  there  was  a 
toUl  eclipse  during  the  Crucifixion 
of  Jesvs  Cfcriat  In  A.D.  S3,  an  event 
which  it  dwerihed  with  dramatic 
effect  in  the  novel  of  Ben  llur. 
Herodotus  tells  of  an  eclipse  of  the 
sun  which  interrupted  a  battle  be 
tween  the  Medes  and  Lydians.  In 
England  there  was  a  total  darkness 
in  the  daytime  on  March  20.  1140. 
and  again,  on  AprU  22.  '1715;  the 
darkness  was  so  great  that  the  stars 
ahona  and  the  birds  went  to  roost 
at  noon. 

In  recent  years  one  of  the  best 
views  of  the  total  eclipse  was  ob- 
tained on  May  8,  IVIO.  by  the  Kcv. 
Algernon  C.  E.  Thorold.  an  Englisli 
clergyman,  when  he  was  at  sea  some 
distance  north  <>f  Tasmania.  He 
described  it  vividly  as  follows: 

Today  a  great  and  rare  event  i"<'k 
place,  to  which  I  have  been  looking 
forward  for  reveral  months  and  which 
1  .saw  to  perfection— a  total  .Cclipsc 
uf  the  sun.  I'or  nine  days  we  have 
not  seen  tlic  sun  at  all.  but  today  it 
appeared  as  we  have  got  farther 
north  , 

The  eclipse  was  visible  m  .t  Ime  ot 
latitudt  some  few  himdrod  mil«  -,  e.i.-t 
of  Africa  as  far  as  Hobart,  where  it 
was  vwible  not  long  before  sunset. 
Along  all  this  line  the  eclipse  was 
total;  but  very  few  people  in  the 
world  woiil.l  l.c  in  thi.s  short  line,  as, 
except  for  Hobart.  it  lies  in  the  sea. 
W'c  happened  t..  have  rr.u  li.  il  it  in 
the  critical  n.^-iiunt  (alti'ard  K  M  S 
Corinlhic),  ahuiil  tiir  liiust  p..,iii  n 
in  the  world.  The  eclipse  l>.  n-m  ■"

NATIONAL  INSURANCE 

The  British  Government's  policy  in 
deciding  to  construct  a  naval  base  at 
Singapore  has  bepn  outlined  by  Mr. 
W.  C  Bridgeman.  the  First  Lord  of 
the  Admiralty.

Prior  and  up  to 
1860  some  half  doaen  of  these  trees 
bore  fruit.  It  waa  in  that  year  that 
tho  Fort  was  flaaUy  abaadesMd  and 
demollKbed  and  presumably  the 
apple  trees,  with  the  OBO  exception, 
shared  I  lie  Kame  fato.  Tho  otory  of 
the  lady  [.lacing  the  seods  In  the 
piM  Ket  of  a  Kenlleman  whi>  was  never 
h'  lrd  of  In  old  times  1m  probably  a 
fiction.
